WASHINGTON, Nov, 16.—(AP) 
Postmen carried near record bur-| 
dens today as they delivered 5,000,- 
000 social security application | 
blanks to employers throughout the 
nation, first step in the gigantic task | 
of setting up social security ac-| 
counts for 26,000,000 American | 
workers. 

The blanks were distributed 
from 45,000 postoffices to all em- 
ployers in industrial and business | 
pursuits. Each employer is expect- 
ed to fill in the number of his em- 
ployes and the nature of his busi- 
ness. These blanks must be re-| 
turned to local postoffices by No- 
vember 21. 

When the applications have been 
received by the postoffices, the) 
specified number of employe applica- 
tion blanks will be set aside for each | 
employer and delivered to him No-| 
vember 24. Employer § applications | 
will then be forwarded to the Balti- 
more accounting office of the social 
security board for tabulation. 

By December 5. 

The next step in the process of set- | 
ting up individual social security ac- 
count numbers and wage records will 
follow. Employers will give employe 
application blanks to their workers 
who are required to return them not 
later than December 5. 

Employes may return their blanks | 
to their employer, to a union head- | 
quarters, to a letter carrier, to the 
postoffice, or they may place them 
in a mail box. No postage is required.

Russell’s Body May Be Exhumed 
To Check on Alleged Suicide Gun 


Shooting Re-enacted With Substitution of Bushel of Dirt 
for Head and Ejected Shells Easily Found—Neither 
Death Shells Nor Bullets Have Been Discovered. 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 16.—(/)— 
Captain Clyde Plummer, of the dis- 
trict attorney's office, said tonight the 
pistol discovered in the lap of Reid 
Russell when his body was found in 
the yard of Gouverneur Morris’ Man- 
hattan Beach home September 25, ap- 
peared not to have been fired recently. 


Plummer said he might ask that 
Russell's body be exhumed to deter-

He announced he had learned that

“Circumstances still make it diffi- 
cult for us to believe Russell's death 
was suicide,” said Plummer. He add- 
ed, “We have been unable to estab- 
lish any motive to indicate a murder.” 

Plummer continued: 

“Tf Russell shot himself while ly- 
ing in the swing it should be an easy 
matter to find the shell ejected from 
the automatic. It could not have fall- 
en more than two or three feet from 
the body and should have been found 
easily in me grass about the swing. 

Arms Were Folded. 

“Another significant thing is that 
Russell’s arms were folded across his 
breast when his body was found and 
one hand was clutching the gun in a 
position not likely to have been main- 
tained had he shot himself through 
the head.”

They have told police Russell had 
threatened to commit suicide. The 
youth’« death was listed by police as 
suicidal.

NEW WHISKERS WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Well-inspired talk is 

still going around concerning the possibility of. 
a revival of the old AAA or a-constitutional amendment for federal crop 
control. The matter is in the study stage. Anything may come out of 
it. But what is more likely to come out of it than either of these widely 
discussed possibilities is simply this: 

An amendment to the soil conservation act may be sought at the 
coming session of congress repealing the part which provides for the 
states to take over soil administration January 1, 1938. This woulg léave 
administration in federal hands. Benefit payments would continue as at 
Present, but on a reorganized basis, especially as to wheat. 

The wheat surplus may reach about 300,000,000 next year, due large- 
ly to the fact that wheat farmers have been getting benefit payments for 
curtailing their sideline crops other than wheat. This practice would be 
eliminated, and wheat put on the same basis as cotton and tobacco. Legis- 
lation would not be required for this change. 

Such a reorganization, of course, would just be dressing up the old 
AAA in new whiskers. It would be production control in a new guise.

A proposal to reduce the number of 
prison camps in Fulton county from 
seven to three was made yesterday by 


Commissioner George F. Longino at a 
special session of the county com- 
mission, at which Mrs. Mabel Abbot 
MacNeill, county treasurer, was in- 
structed to refuse payment of $3,166 
in back salary to Judge G. H. Howard 
of Fulton superior court. 

It was expected attorneys for Judge 
Howard will file a mandamus action 
against the treasurer in an attempt 
to force payment of his back pay. 

The commissioners stated they will 
make no such restorations without be- 
ing ordered to do so by a court. “An 
endless chain” of demands for back 
pay would result if the commission 
granted Judge Howard’s demand, it 
was said. 

Prison Camp Reduction. 

As the commission took up for con- 
sideration the recommendations made 
by the September-October grand jury, 
Commissioner Longino proposed reduc- 
tion of the number of prison camps 
in the county. He is scheduled to 
hold the important chairmanship of 
the public works committee next year, 
suceeding Commissioner Ed Almand. 

“Because the Fulton public works

“Fulton county can build three mas- 
ter prison camps to care for’ the 
needs within a er short 
time,” Longino said.

The commissioners pointed out that 
several grand jury recommendations 
already have been put into effect, 
mainly affecting prison camp disci- 
pline and segregation of first from old 
offenders. 

The board voted to send a copy of 
the presentments touching on camp 
administration to all wardens and 
deputy wardens, with the warning 


department is almost completely mo- 
torized now, it is now unnecesasry 
to maintain seven camps,” Longino 
said. 

“We can erect three master prison 
camps in the county and operate more 
efficiently and economically than we 
are now doing,” he asserted.

II—CRICKET. 

Men who give special study to 
words are not able to agree how the 
word “cricket” came to be used as the 
name of England’s most popular 
sport. Some say it arose from an old- 
en French word meaning “stake,” 
while others trace it back to an An- 
glo-Saxon word meaning “stool.”

‘Seene in a cricket match between 
| England and Australia. 


| Those who believe the name came 
‘from the Anglo-Saxon word say that 
in early days a player tried to strike 
‘a stool by throwing a ball at it, while 
‘another player tried to knock the ball 
‘away before it could hit the stool. At 
‘present no stool is used, but there is 
a wooden wicket with three upright 
pieces, and this may remind us & lit- 
tle of the old-time three-legged stool. 

In modern cricket, the “hatsman” 
stands in a marked space. and holds 
his bat in position to strike the ball. 
If the ball goes past him, and strikes 
the wicket, the batsman is out. If he 
hits a fly ball, and it is caught, he 
is out. 

The batsman tries to knock the ball 
where no one will be able to catch it. 
After striking it, he runs toward an- 
other wicket 66 feet distant. and if 
he crosses a line near the wicket be- 


“stumps” him, he makes a score oF 
“run,” 

There are 11 players on each side, 
‘and they are called by names differ- 
ent than those used in baseball. In- 
‘steady of a pitcher, there is a “bowl- 
er.” Instead of a catcher, there is a 
“wicket keeper.” Among the other per- 
‘sons on the field are the short slip, 
'the long slip, the long leg, the long 
field, the mid on the mid off. 
| After making a run, the batsman 
‘goes to bat again, and keeps batting 
‘until he is out. Runs are not nearly 
so hard to make as they are in base- 
‘ball, and a batsman may stay at bat 
‘a long while. He and his teammates 
‘often make more than a hundred runs 
‘in one inning. There are two innings 
‘in a full game, and all men except 
lone on each side go to bat during each 
inning. The game is likely to last so 
‘long the finish has to be put off until 
‘the next day. In important cricket 
‘matches, three days are allowed for 
ia game. 
| To some extent cricket is played in 
‘Holland, Denmary, Argentina, Brazil 
‘and certain parts of the United States, 
| but it is chiefly a game of the British 
empire. The most famous rivals at 
‘ericket are England and Australia. 
‘English teams make the long journey 
‘to ‘Australia, and Australian teams 
visit Great Britain. The matches have 
‘been kept up more than half a cen- 
‘tury. and at this day the honors of 
‘the long series are just about equally 
‘divided.

SENATE AVIATION BODY 
WILL ADVISE SHAKEUP 


Committee Will Charge ‘In- 
efficiency’ in Air Com- 
merce Bureau Oper- 
ations. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—(7)— 
|The senate committee investigating air 
safety was said today by its chair- 
man, Senator Copeland, Democrat, 
|New York, to be drafting a report rec- 
ommending a “thorough shakeup“ of 
the air commerce bureau—which 
guards the nation’s sky lanes. 

Charges of “inefficiency” and 
“faulty organization” will be made by 
the committee in its report to the 
next congress, Copeland said. He add- 
‘ed that another committee he heads 
is drafting proposals for making 
American sea liners “the safest on the 
ocean.” 

The air report, Copeland said, will 
contain complaints similar to those 
made in a preliminary report last 
June. 

The Commerce Department has been 

‘invited to present new evidence in 
‘the bureau’s defense, Copeland said, 
'but so far has not requested a reopen- 
‘ing of hearings. 
An inquiry into operation of the 
burean, headed by Eugene L. Vidal. 
was ordered by the senate after the 
death of Senator Cutting, of New 
Mexico, in a plane crash May 6, 
1935. 

The preliminary report said there 
was a “grievous lack of co-operation” 
among its high officials. and added 
that “good men were dismissed from 
the bureau for political reasons.” 

The other inquiry—into safety at 
sea—which was eroked by a series of 
American maritime disasters, has re- 
sulted in “definite proposals” for im- 
proving the construction of commercial 
vessels, Copeland said. 

“Some of the ablest naval architects 
in the country have been engaged to 
frame regulations for strengthening 
and fireproofing American ships,” he 
asserted. 

The new congress will he urged to 
write their recommendations “on the 
statute books, he said. Administration 
of the new rules would be placed in 
the hands of the maritime commission 
and the steamship inspection bureau.
